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Tho'I muſt confeſs the Corruptions and Wickedneſs of Mankind bathne: 
ceſſitate even Juſticc it ſelf (which of all otherthings oughtto be moſt equal) 
roencline more to Ripgour and Severity then were to be withed ; yet it ought a 
be difpenced with fuch Moderation and Candor, that even the Sentence it ſelf 
might convince the World, if not the Panuel, that there hath not been wan- 
ting init, even Grace and Fayour, 

And tho” itbean old received maxime, That there is equal Injuſtice in ac- 
quitting the Guilty and Condemning the Innocent; yet che ficſt, as it Savours 
more of Humanity, fo the ſurer ro be teaned to: Bur if we would follow the 
Divine Preceprt, of doing to another what we would haye done to our ſelves ; 
tho' perhaps we came not alwayes up the length of the Rigidiry of Humane 
Laws, yet we would Act by a good Conſcience, and ſeldomcammir an Enor. 

Soitthis one Point were gained (without which Humane Society can neyer 
be eſtablift'd apon a ſure foungation) as it would do more to ſuppreſs the Vil- 
lanous Cruelty, Robery, Murthers, and Depredations of the Barbarous Hegh- 
l/anders, andthe ſubtil Contrivances of the Thieving Borderers, than many 
Troops of armed Men; fo it would give the Countrey that Aﬀurance, the 
Court that Luſtre, the Govetamenit tbat Reputation, and our ſelves that Peace 
of Conſcience ; that as it would appear inthe SatisfaFtionand Serenity of our. 
Countenances, andinthe Confidence of Innocency appearing before us , fo 
it would exceedingly thew it ſe to the. contrary , wn the Apprehenfrons and - 
Amazement of the Guiky. | Top

Deliverer; It would not only render us, themoſt Happy Peogle Earth, 
but would give us more true Reputation, than the Glory. we boaſt of, by aSuc- 
ceſſionof above one hundred Kings, His Majeſtie's Royal Predecetlors. 

Andif (tor my part) Ifſhouldbe fo Happy, as but to. add one grainweight 
tothe Scale of Equity, I ſhould efteem itthe gremxelſt Advantage, and.my ſelf 
over payed of all the Pains I could eyerbe capable of, Bur. 1. ſhall give.your 
Lordſbips no farther Trouble, deſiring you to proceed to the Coaltituting of 
the Courtinits due Forms, that Juſtice may haye a ſtraight Courſe, by zao-
